For the purpose of the census a “‘ dwelling ” is defined as a collection of rooms occupied by a household group living together as a family unit, whether comprising the whole or only part of a house or other building. 
In a number of cases where private houses were shared by several family units, only one householder’s schedule was returned for the whole of the house, instead of a separate schedule for each portion occupied separately. 
These are shown in the tables as ‘‘ Private Houses (shared by several families) * and represent not “occupied dwellings ” as defined for census purposes, but ‘thouses ”’ occupied by more than one family. In the case of 
the remaining private houses shared by more than one family, separate schedules were furnished for each portion occupied, and these portions are shown correctly in the tables as ‘“‘ dwellings’ under the heading 
“Share of Private House.” Where the building is part of a house or other building ordinarily intended for occupation by a separate family group, it is shown as a flat (for self-contained dwelling units which can be 
completely closed off and which include both cooking and bathing facilities), or as a tenement (for all other such dwellings, which generally are rooms with separate cooking facilities). See also the notes at foot of return.

Value of Imports.—The value of goods imported from countries beyond Australia is recorded in Australian currency and represents the amount on which duty 
is payable or would be payable if duty were ad valorem. Section 154 (1) of the Customs Act, 1901-1948, provides that ‘* when any duty is imposed according to 
value, the value for duty shall be the sum of the following :-— 

(a) (1.) The actual money price paid or to be paid for the goods by the Australian importer plus any special deduction ; or 
(.) The current domestic value of the goods, whichever is the higher ; 
(b) All charges payable or ordinarily payable for placing the goods free on board at the port of export.” 

“ Current domestic value ” is defined as ‘the amount for which the seller of the goods to the purchaser in Australia is selling or would be prepared to sell for 
cael at the date of exportation of these goods, the same quantity of identically similar goods to any and every purchaser in the country of export for consumption 
in that country ”’. 

Quantities.— Generally, but not invariably, quantities have been shown in the ordinary trade unit ; where the cental is used, the unit equals 100 pounds 
avoirdupois. Where imports have been declared in packages without an indication being given of the number, capacity or weight, of the articles imported, the 
values only have been inserted. 

N.E.I. means ‘ Not elsewhere included ”’. N.E.S. means “‘ Not elsewhere specified ’’. 

Import Duties.— Duties charged on imports into South Australia are collected by the Commonwealth of Australia under various Acts.
